WINDOM ON SILVER, 


The Seeretary Defines His | 
Position. 


In Favor of Liberal Concessions to the 
White Metal’s Friends, 


But Opposed to Measures Impairing 
the National Credit. 


Other Washington Dispatches—Fore- 
cast of the Week in Congress— 
The Problem of Deser- 
tions from the Army. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Secretary Windom tonight 
permitted a reporter of the Associated Press 
to make a copy of the tollowing, which was 
taken from a letter addressed by him toa 
western correspondent, in answer to com- 
ments and inquiries upon the present status 
of the silver question: 

“The bill recommended by the Secretary 
of the Treasury was framed mainly for two 
purposes: First, to meet the demands for 
an increase in circulation; and second, to 
enhauce the value of silver, by providing 
for itan additional and safe use as money. 
If approved by Congress, it will, in my 
judgment, accomplish both these objects, 
aud at the same time afford a fair and just 
basis for harmony of action on the silver 
question. Tothe silver interest it offers 
every substantial benefit that can be 
granted without peril to our financial sys- 
tem, and far greater advantages than can 
be found in free coinage. To those who 
demand more money, it offers an annual 
increase of from fifty to sixty million aol- 
lars. To those who insist upon a sound 
currency, it gives ample guarantees azainst 
the degredation of the American dollar; 
but to ‘these who would inflate the cur- 
rency by the injection into it of a lar 
volume of money without adequate safe- 
guards against depreciation, it offers no 
comfort whatever, and right here is found 
the secret of much of the opposition to 
some of its redemption features, 

“In reply to your friendly criticism, let 
me invite your attention to the extraordi- 
nary concessions which are offered to the 
silver sentiment of the country. 

“First—Lt is proposed to absorb all silver 
produced by the mines and reduction works 
of the United States, thereby withdrawing 
from the market nearly one-half of the en- 
tire silver product of the world, and thus 
greatly enbaucing the value of the whole. 

nd—Not content with this conces- 

sion, which is surely without parallel as 
revards any other product, the Senate com- 
mitiee insists that the Government shall be 
compelled to purchase $4,500,000 worth of 
silver each month, making $54,000,000 worth 
a year, which, with the amount needed 
for the aris and trade with China, 
will exceed our own production by about 
ten millions per annum. How is this ex- 
cesa to be obtained? Only by purchase 
from In the event of an unfavor- 
able 2 — of trade when our gold will be 
most needed at home we will be compelled to 
export ten millions of gold, which we will 
then surely need to pay for ten millions of

Under this bill the Government 
will not force silver dollars into circulation, 
but will permit auy one to have coined 
us many as he could pay for with treasury 
notes. What more can the advocates of 
silver coinage demand? Surely nothing, 
unless they desire to compel the treasury to 
force standard dollars into our circulation 
for the sole purpose of depreciating and de- 
grading it. Is it not enough that we take 
nearly one-half of the world’s silver 
product and lock it up in order to increase 
the value of the other half; that we join 
the silver producers in the ‘most gigantic 
‘corner’ ever organized, and that we give to 
the owners of silver bullion the right and 
power to convert every ounce of over-pro- 
duction into standard silver dollars, if they 
choose? 

For all these unparalleled concessions to 
the silver interests, what is demanded in 
return?

f° 80ld or its equivalent-silver bullion. All 

ills on this subject contemplate a policy to 
extend over an indefinite period, and which 
will result in the issue of a very large vol- 
ume of treasury notes. If they be made 
redeemable in lawful money, they must be 
paid in the best lawful money, if de- 
manded, in accordance with the high rule 
of honor which this Government has thus 
far maintained and by which it has estab- 
lished a credit which is the pride and boast 
of our people. if the balance of trade turns 
against us, or if distrust arise as 
to our ability to pay in gold, 
as it only will under such a provision of 
law, if for any other reason we would be 
unable to redeem in gold when demanded,

It is to save us from this danger 
that I have insisted so strenuously for the 
vision to redeem in gold or its equiva- 
ent. 1 know of but two ways by which 
the proposed issue of treasury notes can be 
anchored to the recognized values of the 
commercial world. One is the bullion re- 
demption feature provided in the 
treasury bill and the other is authority to 
sell bonds in order to reserve a fund. to 
meet the constantly increasing volume of 
treasury notes. The latter I believe both 
unnecessary and unjustifiable. The former 
‘I believe entirely practicable and safe, 
Even with this safeguard against destruc- 
tion to the fair fabric ot our national credit, 
the extraordinary concessions above men- 
tioned approach as near to the dangerous 
edge of peril as prudence will dare tread.

anything. She referred to the labor 
troubles in San Francisco several years 
ago, in which the agitation was sud- 
denly dropped through a subtle scheme 
that had been worked, and urged the 
Nationalists. to avoid all such traps 
and pitfalls.

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YOUTHFUL DEPRAVITY. 


TALK WITH HUMANE OFFICER 
WRIGHT. 


Some of the Causes Which Lead 

the Youth Astray—Moré Juven- 
ile Vice Than Is Generally Sup- 
posed—ifficulties in the Way of 
Suppressing It—Cruelty to Ani- 
mals. 


“There are many more cases of 
youthful depravity than are made pub- 
lic,“ said Humane Officer Wright to a 
TIMEs reporter yesterday, and there 
are a great many that the society can- 
not take official cognizance of for lack 
of evidence. For instance, we see 
boys and girls on the streets at 10 and 


II o’clock at night, and often as late 


~as 1 and 2 o’clock in the morning. 


They have been out flirting in Sixth- 
street Park, or at some of the lodging- 
houses of questionable character. Those 
‘houses are most numerous on Los An- 
geles and San Pedro ‘streets. Of 
course, it is difficult to get testimon 

in such 4 cases, for the land- 
lord of the lodging-house merely says 
that he does not inquire who his pa- 
trons are, yet he knows very well that 
the youthful patrons of his house are 
not and cannot be married couples. 
Frequently at 1 or 2 o’clock in the 
morning we see a boy and girl, neither 
more than 15 years of age, returning 
home. We know that they have no 
reasonable excuse for being out so late, 
and we are confident that something is 
wrong, but cannot molest them in the 
absence of evidence. I cannot under- 
stand how these children can be away 
from home at such late hours and 
their parents not know it. If parents 
exercised more supervision over their 


‘Children there would be less immoral- 


ity among the youth and fewer aban- 
doned women in our cities. It seems 
strange that mothers, especially, know- 


ing the temptations and frailties of | P 


youtb, do not keep a better watch over 
their daughters. The vicinity about 
the old Southern Pacific Railroad de- 
t furnishes more cases of youthful 
epravity than any other section of the 
city. Sonoratown is also noted for its 
fast youth, but since the suppression of 
dancehouses in that section it is 
no longer the general rendezvous 
for youth on the downward grade of 
immorality. Statistics of cases show 
that girls are much worse than boys. 
Girls between 12 and 14 years of age, 
when immorally inclined, seem to

learning that cruelty to a horse is 
hurting their own property, and, how-

injurious to a horse; and among those 

who “overhitch” their horses are a 
large number of physicians, and some 
voterinary surgeons do it. I am sur-

The question of the opening of First 
street will come up before the Council 
today. During the past few weeks we 
have placed the need of this improve- 
ment very plainly before our readers. 
There is now a strong and general de- 
mand for the opening of the street. 
We have shown how this is a matter 
which nearly affects, not only residents 
on the western hills and farmers on 
the plains between Los Angeles and 
the ocean, but also merchants doing 
business around the heart of the city, 
who are losing a considerable amount 
of business which naturally belongs 
to them, and are likely to lose still 
more, if the improvement is not put 
through. 

It is, indeed, not only an undesira- 
ble but a phenomenal state of affairs, 
fora large and busy city to have u 
range of hills, impassable for heavy 
trafic, cutting off communication be- 
tween the business quarter and the 
western section, and this at a distance 
of only two blocks from the yery heart 
of the city. Many places of less than 
half the population of Los Angeles 
have overcome greater natural diffi- 
culties, and would be ashamed to per- 
mit such an obstacle to exist. 

Public opinion among our citizens is 
practically unanimous as to the imme- 
diate need of a western outlet ona 
traffic grade. A large majority also 
agree that First street is the best route 
for such outlet. When it comes to a 
discussion of the most practicable man- 
ner of opening the street, there is 
more divergence of opinion. It is, of 
course, impessible to devise a scheme 
that will please everybody. All that 
can be expected is to satisfy a large 
majority of those interested, and this 
result appears to have been achieved 
by the plan which the Council has 
ordered advertised. 

Under this plan there will be an 
open cut from Hill street to Olive 
street, where there is a short tunnel, 
or arch, to carry Olive street across. 
Then another cut,from Olive to Grand 
avenue, where a long tunnel com- 
mences, running under Bunker Hill 
avenue to Hope street. The grade is 
1 in 25. This project has been arrived 
at after long and careful deliberation. 
It combines the open cut and tunnel 
systems, and apparently has the in- 
dorsement of a majority of the resi- 
dents along the route. 

There is some misconception in re- 
gard to the assessment for this im- 
provement. The heaviest part of the 
expense will be borne by property- 
owners in the business section, leaving 
those beyond the hills with compara- 
tively small bills to pay—very small, 
in comparison with the benefits which 
the opening of the street will confer 
upon them. Of course, in case of 
damages, payment will be made there- 
for. |

Viewed in the light of the fact that 1200 
ictures were rejected at the selection for 
present Water Color exhibition, we are 
lei to believe that the use of this medium 
is likely to become very powerful in this 
country, since the same quality is required 
as in an exhibition of ciis. and simply a 
petty bit of color is notsufficient to carry a 
picture through the ordeal of the severe 
criticism brought to bear before it ay the 
selecting committee. Since this is only the 
twenty-third exhibition of the Water Color 
Society, it is very evident by the number of 
sales that the popular favor is strongly 
growing in regard to the works. 

George Howell Gay, who came to New 
York from Chicago during the past summer, 
bas met with most surprising success iu 
water color. [ie cannot paint fast enough; 
picture after picture is sold before it leaves 
the easel. Even tramps and sneak-thieves 
are greedy for his work, and at a recent 
exhibition of the Chicago Society of Artists, 
of which Mr. Gay isa member, one. of his 
pictures was deliberately taken out of the 
frame and spirited away. All search for 
its whereabouts proving futile.

Daniel Kotz, No. 4 West Fourteenth 
street, comes to New York every winter 
from his sketching ground, St. Joseph, 
Mich., the Meccs of Chicago artists, where 
he had bis summer studio on top of a bill, 
close by which are apple trees of a peculiar 
variety 109 2 old.

it is.not eaten in, but executed on a smooth 
service, the plates used being zinc, celluloid, 
copper and sometimes glass. 

he work produced in this manner has a 
quality of its own not obtained by etching; 
which it resembles in the detail, but the 
general effect bas all the freedom of char- 
coal work. Only one proof can be taken 
from a plate, and the artist requires much 
practice, patience and strong artistic feeling 
to produce a good result, 

ne of Mr. Kotz’s monotypes is a view on 
the St. Joseph River, Indiana, and is ver 
fine in composition, showing also muc 
breadth and freedom of handling. 

The limited class of five, which since 
Jannuary 12th has met in the Tenth-street 
studio building, is making great and firm 
progress under William Chase’s skiliful 
management, The criticisms given are 
simple, decided and bearing directly upon 
the individual difficulties of each pupil. 
Mr. Chase possesses in a remarkable degree 
the power of divining these and suggesting 
a remedy, and his teaching is thersfore in- 
valuable.

The reading took 
place at the Cirque d’Hiver, in Paria, 
on the 4th inst., before an excited audi- 
ence of about four thousand people, 
Bernhardt appeared, robed in a white 
flowering brocade, and looking exactly 
like one of Albert Durer’s pictures of 
the Virgin Mary. She was supported 
by two leading actors, Garnier and 
Brement, attired in evening dress, to 
interpret the roles of Christ“ and 
„Judas Iscariot.“ The reading aroused 
the audience to a great demonstration 
of approbation, and some attempted 
interruptions were promptly put down. 
Bernhardt is now reported as more 
than ever anxious to repeat The Pas- 
sion,” with all the costumes and requi- 
site scenery. The author is spoken of 
as being one of the most talented of 
the younger French poets. He is, 
besides, a great student of Stake- 
speare, and has produced an adapta- 
tion in French of The Merchant of 
Venice, which was acted with great 
success. It appears that an attempt

THE GREAT TEMPTATIONS OF 
COMMERCIAL LIFE. 


‘Merchants Ruined by Desire for 
Wealth Improperly Controlled— 


Punishment of the Dighonest 
and Reward of the Honest Busi- 
ness Man. 


BROOKLYN (N. T.). April 18.—At 
the service in the Academy of Music 
this morning Dr. Talmage, after read- 
ing appropriate passages of scripture, 
gave out the hymn: 7 


So let our lips and lives express 
The holy Gospel we profess. 


He announced as his text Proverbs 
xx., 14: “Itis naught, it is naught, 
saith the buyer: but when he is gone 
his way, then he boasteth.“ Follow- 
ing is the sermon in full: 

Palaces are not such prisons as the 

world imagines. If you think that the 
only time kings and queens come forth 
from the royal gates is in procession 
and gorgeously attended, you are mis- 
taken. Incognito, by day or by night, 


and clothed in citizens’ apparel, or the 


dress of a working woman, they come 
out and see the world as it is. In no 
other way could King Solomon, the 
author of my text, have known every- 
thing that was going on. From my 
text [am sure he must, in disguise, 
some day have walked into a 
store of ready-made clothing, in 
Jerusalem, and stood near the coun- 
ter and overheard a conversation be- 
tween a buyer and seller. The mer- 
chant put a price on a coat and the cus- 
“ tomer began to dicker, and said: Ab- 
surd! that coat is not worth what you 
ask for it. Why, just look at the 
coarseness of the fabric! See that spot 
on the collar! Besides that, it does not 
fit. Twenty dollars for that? Why, it 
isn’t worth more than 810. They have 
a better article than that, and for 
cheaper price, down at Cloathem, 
Fitem & Bros. Besides that, I don’t 
want it at any price. Good morning.“ 
Hold.“ says the merchant, ‘*don’t go 
off in that way. I want to sell you 
that coat. Ihave some payments to 
make andI want the money. Come 
now, how much will you give for that 
coat? Well,“ says the customer, “I 
will split the difference. You asked 
$20, and I said $10. Now I will give 
vou 815. “Well,” says the merchant, 
it’s a great sacrifice, but take it at 
that price. 
THE BOASTFUL BUYER. 

Then Solomon saw the customer 
with a roll under his arm start and go 
out and enter his own place of busi- 
ness, and Solomon in disguise followed 

im. He heard the customer as he 
unrolled the coat say: Boys, I have 
made a great bargain. How much do 

ou guess I gave for that coat?” 
“Well,” said one, wishing to compli- 
ment his enterprise, you gave $30 fer 
it.“ Another says: I should think 
you got it cheap if you gave $25.”’ 

No,” says the buyer in triumph, “I 
got it for $15. 1 beat him down and 
pointed out the r until 1 
really made him believe it was not 
worth hardly 3 It takes me 
to make a bargain. Ha! Hal“ Oh. 
man, you got the goods for less than 
they were worth by positive false- 
hood; and no wonder, when Solomon 
went back to his palace and had put 
off his disguise, that he sat down at 
his writing desk and made for all ages 
a crayon sketch of you: It is naught, 
it is naught, saith the buyer: but when 
he is gone his way, then he boasteth.’’ 

There are no higher styles of men in 
all the world than those vow at the 
head of merchandise in Brooklyn and 
New York and in the other great cities 
of this continent. Their casual prom- 
ise is as good as a bond with piles of 
collaterals. Their reputation for in- 
tegrity is as well established as that 
ot Petrarch residing in the fam- 
ily of Cardinal Colonna, and when 
there was great disturbance in the 
family the Cardinal called all his peo- 
ple together, and put them under oath 
to tell the truth, except Petrarch, for 
when be came up to swear the Cardinal 
put away bis book and said: As to 

ou, Petrarch, your word is sufficient.”’ 

ever since the world stood have there 


been so many merchants whose trans- 


actions can stand the test of the ten 
commandments. Such bargain-makers 
are all the more to be honored because 
they have withstood, year after year, 
temptations which have flung many so 
flat, and flung them so hard they can 
mever recover themselves. While all 
positions in life have powerful beset- 
ments toevil there are specific forms 
of allurement which are peculiar to 
each occupation and profession, and it 
will be useful to speak of the peculiar 
temptations of business men. 
BUSINESS TEMPTATIONS, 

First, asin the scene of the text, 
business men are often tempted to 
sacrifice plain truth, the seller by ex- 
aggerating the value of goods, and the 
buyer by depreciating them. We can 
not but admire an expert salesman. 
See how he first induces the customer 
into a mood favorable to the proper 
consideration of the valueof the goods. 
He shows himself to be an honest and 
frank salesman. How carefully the 
lights are arranged till they fall just 
right upon the fabric! Beginning with 
goods of medium quality, he gradually 
advances toward those of more 
thorough make, and of more attractive 
pattern. How he watches the moods 
and whims of his customer! With 

What perfect calmness he takes the 
order, and bows the purchaser from 
his presence, who goes away having 
made up his mind that he has bought 
the goods at a price which will allow 
him a living margin when he again 

sells them. The goods are worth what 


- the salesman said they were, and were 


sold at a price which will not make it 
necessary for the house to fail every 
10 years in order to fix up things. 

But with what burning indignation 
we think of the iniquitous stratagems 
by which goods are sometimes disposed 
of. A glance at the morning papers 
shows the arrival at one of our hotels of 

u young merchant from one of the in- 
land cities. He is a comparative 
stranger in the great city, and, of 
course, he must be shown around, and 
it will be the duty of some of our en- 
terprising houses to escorthim. He 
is a large purchaser, and has plenty of 
time and money, and it will pay to be 
very attentive. The evening is spent 
at a place of doubtful amusement. 
Then they go back to the hotel. Hav- 
ing just come to town, they must, of 
course, drink. A friend from the same 
mercantile establishment drops in, and 
usuge and generosity suggests that they 
must drink. Business prospects aro 
talked over, and thestranger is warned 
against certain dilapidated mer- 
cantile establishments that are about 

fail, and for such 
ness and magnanimity of caution 
against the dishonesty of other busi- 
ness houses, of course. it is expected 
they will—and, so they do—they take

ink. Other merchants lodging in 


adjoining rooms find it bard to sleep 
for the clatter of decanters, and the 
coarse carousal of these “hail fellows 
well met“ waxes louder. But they sit 
not all night at the wine cup, They 
must see the sights. They stagger 
forth with cheeks flushed and eyes 
bloodshot. The outer gates of hell 
open to let iu the victims. The wings 
of lost souls flit among the lights, and 
the steps of the carousers sound with 
the rumbling thunders of the damned. 
Farewell to all the sanctities of h: me! 
Could mother, sister, father, slumber- 
ing in the inland home, in some vision 
of that night catch a glimpse of the 
ruin wrought they would reud out 
their hair by the roots and bite the 
tongue until the blood spurted, shriek- 
ing out: God save him!“ 
THE RESULT. 

What, suppose you, will come upon 
such business establishments? And 
there are hundreds of them in the 
cities. They may boast of fabulous 
sales, and they may bave an unprece- 
dented run of buyers, and the name of 
the house may be a terror to all rivals, 
and from this thrifty root may spring 


| up branch houses in other cities, and 


all the partners of the tirm may move 
into their mansions and drive their 
full-blooded span, and the families 
may sweep the street with the most 
elegant apparel that human art ever 
wove or earthly magnificence ever 
achieved. But a curse is gathering 
somewhere for those men, and if it 
does not seize hold of the pillars and 
in one wild ruin bring down the tem- 
ple of commercial glory it will break 
up their peace, and they will 
tremble ‘with sicknesses and bloat 
with dissipations, and pushed 
to the precipice of this life, 
they will try to hold back, and cry 
for help, but no help will come; and 
they will clutch their gold to take it 
along with them, but it will be 
snatched from their grasp. and a voice 
will sound through their soul, “Not a 
farthing, thou beggared spirit!“ And 
the judgment will come and they will 
stand aghast before it, and all the 
business iniquities of a lifetime will 
gather around them, saying: Do you 
remember this?“ aud do you remember 
that?“ Aud clerks that they com- 
pelled to dishonesty, and runners and 
draymen and book-keepers who saw 
behind the scenes, will bear testimony 
to their nefarious deeds, and some vir- 
tuous soul that once stood ughast at 
the splendor and power of these busi- 
ness men will say: Alas! this is all 
that is left of that great firm that oc- 
cupied a block with their merchandise 
and overshadowed the city with their 
influence, and made righteousness and 
truth and purity fall under the galling 
fire of avarice and crime.”’ 

While we admire and approve of ail 
acuteness and tact in the sale of goods, 
we must condemn any process by 
which a fabric or product is repre- 
sented as possessing a value which it 
really does not have. Nothing but 
sheer falsehood can represent as per- 
fection boots that rip. silks that 
speedily lose their luster, calicoes that 
immediately wash out, stoves that 
crack under the first hot fire, books 
insufficiently bound, carpets that un- 
ravel, old furniture rejuvenated with 
putty and glue, and sold as having 
been recently manufactured; gold 
watches made out of brass; barrels of 
fruit, the biggest apples on the top; 
wine adulterated with strychnine, 
hoisery poorly woven, cloths of do- 
mestic manufacture shining with for- 
eign labels, imported goose repre- 
sented as rare and hard to get, 
because foreign exchange is so high, 
rolled out on the counter with match- 
less display. indeed! but 
from the factory in the next street. A 
pattern already unfashionable and un- 
salable palmed off us a new print upon 
some country merchant who has come 
to town to make his first purchase of 
dry goods and going home witb a large 
stock of goods warranted to keep. 

COMMERCIAL USAGES. 

Again, business men are often 
tempted to make the habits and cus- 
toms of other traders their law of 
rectitude, There are commercial 
usages which will not stand the test of 
the last day. Yet men in business are 
apt to do as their neighborsdo. If the 
majority of the traders in any locality 
are lax in principle, the commercial 
code in that community will be 
spurious and dishonest. It is a hard 
thing to stand close by the law of 
right when your next-door neighbor by 
his looseness of dealing is enabled to 
sell goods at a cheaper rate and decoy 
your customers. Of course, you who 
promptly meet all your business en- 
gagements, paying when you promise 
to pay, will find it bard to compete 
with that merchant who is hopelessly 
in debt tothe importer for the goods 
purchased, and to the landlord whose 
store he occupies, and to the clerks 
who serve bim. 

There are a hundred prections prev- 
alent in the world of traffic which 
ougbt never to become the rule for 
honest men. Their wrong does not 
make your right. Sin never becomes 
virtue by being multiplied and admit- 
ted at brokers’ board or merchants’ 
exchange. Because others smuggle 
afew things in passenger trunks, be- 
cause others take usury when men are 
in tight places, because others deal in 
fancy stocks, because others palm off 
worthless indorsements, because others 
do nothing but blow bubbles, do not 
therefore overcome of temptation. 
Hollow pretension and fictitious 
credit, and commercial pues may 
awhile prosper, but the day of reckon- 
ing cometh, and in addition to the hor- 
ror and condemnation of outraged 
communities, the curse of God will 
come, blow after blow. God’s will for- 
ever and forever is the only standard 
of right and wrong, and not commer- 
cial ethics. 

Young. business man, avoid the first 
business dishonor, and you will avoid all 
the rest. The captain of a vessel was 
walking nearthe mouth of a river 
when the tide was low, and there was 
a long stout anchor chain, into one of 
the great links of which his foot 
slipped, and it began to swell and he 
could not withdraw it. The tide be- 
gan to rise. The chain could not be 
loosened nor filed off in time, and a 
surgeon was called to amputate the 
limb, but before the work could be 
done the tide rolled over the victim, 
and bis life was gone. And I have to 
tell you, young man, that just one 
wrong into which you slip may be 
a link of a long chain of circumstances 
from which you cannot be extricated by 
any ingenuity of your own, or any help 
from others, and the tides will roll 
over you ds they have over many. 
When Pompey, the warrior, wanted to 
take possession of a city, and they 
would not open the gates, he persuaded 
them to admit a sick soldier. But the 
sick soldier after awhile got weli and 
strong, and he threw open thé gates 
and let the devastating army come in. 
Ove wrong admitted into the soul may 
gain in strength until, after awhile, it 
flings open all the avenues of the im- 
mortal nature, and the surrender is 
com plete. 

PERSONAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

Again, business men are sométimes 
tempted to throw off personal responsi- 
bility upon the moneyed institution to 
which they belong. Directors in banks 
and railroad and insurance companies 
sometimes shirk personal responsibility 


: underneath the action of the corpora- 
tion. And how often, when some 
banking-house or financia) institution 
explodes, through fraud, respectable 
men in the board directors say, 
“Why, I thought alf was going on in 
an honest way, and I am utterly con- 
founded with this misdemeanor!“ The 
banks. and the fire and life and marine 
insurance companies, and the railroad 
companies, will not stand up for judg- 
ment in the last day, but those who 
in them acted righteously will re- 
ceive, each for himself, a reward, 
and those who acted the part of neg- 
lect or trickery will, each for 
himself, receive a condemnation. Un- 
lawful dividends are not clean before 
God, because there are those asso- 
ciated with you who grab just as big a 
pile as you do. He who countenances 
the dishonesty of the firm, or of the 
corporation, or of the association, takes 
upon himself all the moral liabilities. 
If the financial institution steal, he 
himself is a gambler. If they need- 
lessly embarrass a creditor, he himself 
is guilty of cruelty. If they swindle 
the uninitiated, he himself is a de- 
frauder. No financial institution ever 
had a money vault strong enough, or 
credit stanch enough, or dividends 
large enough, or policy acute enough 
to hide the individual sins of its mem- 
bers. Tue old adage, that corporations 
haye no souls, is misleading. Every 
corporation bas as many souls as it has 
members. | 

Again, many business men have 
been tempted to postpone their enjoy- 
ments and duties to a future season of 
entire leisure. What a sedative the 
Christian religion would be to all our 
business men if, instead of postponing 
its uses to old age or death, they would 
take itinto the store or factory or 
worldly engagements now! It is folly 
to go amid the uncertainties of busi- 
ness life with no God to help. A mer- 
chantina New Eugland village was 
standing by a horse, and the horse 
lifted his foot to stamp it in a pool of 
water; and the merchant, to escape the 
splash, stepped into the door of an in- 
surance agent, and the agent said: “I 
suppose you have come to renew your 
fire insurance?’ Oh.“ said the mer- 
chant, I had forgotten that.“ The 
insurance was renewed, and the next 
day the house that had been insured 
was burned. Was it all accidental that 
the merchant, to escape a splash from 
a horse’s foot, stepped into the insur- 
ance office? No, it was providential. 
Aud what a mighty solace for a busi- 
ness man to feel that things are provi- 
dential! What peace and equilibrium 
insuch a consideration, and what a 
grand thing if all business men could 
realize it! 

PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 
Many, although now comparatively 
straitened in worldly circumstances, 
have a goodly establishment in the iu- 
ture planned ont. They have in im- 
agination built about twenty years 
ahead a house in the country not diffi- 
cult of access from the great town, for 
they will often have business, or old 
accounts to settle, and investments to 
look after, The house is large enough 
to accomubdate all their friends. The 
halls are wide and covered with pic- 
tures of hunting scenes and a branch 
of antlers, aud are comfortable with 
chairs that can be rolled out on the 
veranda when the weutiher is inviting, 
or set out under some of the Oaks that 


stand sentinel about the house, 
and rustling in the cool breeze, 
and songful with the  fobins.

ust land enough to keep 
them interested, and its crops of 
almost fabulous richness springing up 
under application of the best theories 


The farm is well stocked with cattle 
and horses, and sheep that know the 
voice and have a kindly bleat when 
one goes forth to look at them, In! 
this blissful abode their children will 
be instructed in art and science and 
religion. This sball be the old home- 
stead to which the boys at college will 
direct their letters, and the hill on 
which the house stands will be called 
Oakwood or Ivy Hill or Pleasant Re- 
treat or Eagle Eyrie. May the future 
have for every business man here all 
that and more besides! But are you 
postponing your happiness to that 
time? Are you adjourning your joys 
to that consummation? 

Suppose that you achieve all that 
you expect—and the vision I mention 
is not up to the reality, because the 
fountains will be brighter, the house 
grander, and the scenery more pictur- 
esque—the mistake is none the less 
fatal. What charm will there be in 
rural quiet for a man who has thirty 
or forty years been comporting his en- 
tire nature to the excitements of busi- 
ness? Will flocks and herds with 
their bleat and moan be able to silence 


which has for years had full swing in 
the soul? Will the hum of the breeze 
soothe thé man who now can find his 
only enjoyment in the stock market? 
Will leat and cloud and mountain 
charm the eye that has for thbree- 
fourths of a lifetime found its chief 
beauty in hogsheads and bills of sale? 
Wil) parents be competent to rear 
their children for high and holy pur- 
pose, if their infancy and boyhood and 
girlhood Were neglected, when they 
are almost ready to entér upon the 
world, and have all their habits fixed 
and their principles stereotyped? No, 
no; now is the time to be happy. Now 
is the time to serve your Creator. 
Now is the time to be a Christian. 
Are you too busy? I bave known 
men as busy as you are who had a 
place in the store loft where they 
went to pray. |

With every yard: of 
cloth you sell throw not in your soul 
to boot. Use firkin and counting-room 
desk and hardware crate as the step 
to glorious usefulness and highest 
Christian character. Decide once and 
forever who shall .be master in your 
store—you or your business. 

Again, business men are often 
tempted to let their calling interfere 
with the interests of the soul. God 
sends men into the business world to 
get educated, just as boys are sent to 
school and college. Purchase and sale, 
loss and gain,disappointment and rasp- 
ing, prosperity, the dishonesty of 
others, panic and bank suspensions, 
are but different lessons in the school. 
The more business, the more means of 
grace. Many have gone through 
wildest panic unhurt.

SERVICES IN MEMORY OF THE 
LATE GEN. CHAPIN, 


An Eloquent Eulogy on the Life of 
the Deceased by Rev. Mr. Hatch 
of Whitman,: Mass.—Resolutions 
Adopted by the Soclety — Im- 
pressive Ceremonies. 


The spacious hall of the Raymond 
Hotel was well filled last evening with 
the members of the society of Pioneers 
of New England, and their friends and 
the guests of the hotel, who assembled 
by special call of Capt. William H. 
Thomes, the president of the society, 
to hold memorial services and pay fit- 
ting tribute to the memory of their late 
brother pioneer, Gen. Samuel A. 
Chapin. 

The large and handsome room, with 
all its beautiful flowers giving forth 
the fragrance of peace and good will, 
was thrown open at 8 o’clock to re- 
ceive the many friends and admirers 
of the late Gen. Chapin, who died 80 
suddenly on April 17th at San Bernar- 
dino—the many came together to 
hold sacred the Sabbath evening to 
the memory of their friend, the soldier 
andthe pioneer. 

President Thomes called the as- 
semblage to order, and held the atten- 
tion of the audience wich a few per- 
sonal reminiscences of their deceased 
fellow-member, in whose memory they 
had assembled. And then he pre- 
sented Rev. L. B. Hatch of Whitman, 
Mass., one of the party, -who, he said, 
would conduct the evening’s services. 

After the singing of a hymn, Rev. 
Mr. Hatch offered the  open- 
ing prayer. After a second hymn a 
eulogy on the life of the late Gen. 
Samuel A. Chapin was read by Rev. 
Mr. Hatch. It entered upon a vivid 
description of the deceased comrade’s 
life, speaking in earnest voice of his 
patriotism, of his loftiness of character, 
of his New England energy and inde- 
pendence, and of bis great self-denial, 
which characteristic alone made him the 

pioneer. Closing with a loving tribute 
of both heart and mind, the carefully 
prepared address brought its hearers 
face to face with the true manhood of 
the dead. E 

Hon. B. F. Whittemore of Boston 
then stepped to the pulpit and read the 
following expression of sentiment on 
the part of the society: 

Ata meeting of the Society of California 
Pioneers of New England, held on board 
the train after leaving San Bernardino, 
Cal., this day nse 18th), the accompany- 
ing resolutions, which indicate the love and 


esteem cherished for the late Gen. Samuel A. 


‘ Chapin, a member of the society and of the 
excursion, were offered by the secretary 
and passed unanimously, the members 
28 standing with bowed heads: 

Gen. Chapin's death took place at the 
opera-house, San Bernardino, on the even- 
ing of the 17th of April. Our society had 

deen invited to meet the citizens of San 
Bernardino at that place, under the auspices 

pioneers of that city, in order that a 

; -weicome might be extended the 49ers 
from New England. Our val was the 
occasion of the most enthusiastic 
demonstrations — flowers from the 
hands of 600 children were showered 
upon us, fruitsin abundance, luscious and 
sweet, were brought to us,and that gener- 
ous hospitality, which Californians are so 
renowed for, was visible to and participated 

in by us all. 

It was an inspiring and soul-stirring hour. 
Speeches of welcome and gratification were 
made by the pioneers of the West and East, 
and the last speaker was the grand old sol- 
dier and pathfinder, Gen. Chapin, whose 
eloquence and stirring periods, whose 
kindly word and affectionate wishes had 
aroused his hearersto such heights of en- 
thusiasm that it seemed more like an heav- 
enly — than an earthly outburst of de- 
light. if ever man was inspired, it was he; 
for his whole soul and might and strength 
and mind were thrown into his sentenses, 
and his final thoughts, as they leaped into 
words, were the sweetest benedictions upon 
the people of California that could ever fall 
from the lipsof man. His last utterance 
was: “God bless; the noble State and the 
dear people of California.“ 

Amid shouts of tumultuous applause 
the General bowed iu his dignified 
yet graceful manner, Then retiring to- 
ward his seat upon the platform, he was 
observed to falter and drop toward the 
stage, and kind, brotherly hands were 
reached out to prevent his faliing—and 
every effort made to call back the flame 
which had animated him but a moment be- 


— and true had been translated to another 
sphere. — 

No event in the history of San Bernar- 
dino will have made such an impression 
upon the memories of ber people as this, 
and the farewell words of the good General 
will dwell with them as long as there shall 
be a tongue torepeat them and a breast to be 
moved by their recital. 

The foregoing expression of senti- 
ment (adopted at arecent meeting of 
the board of directors, which passed a 
set of memorial resolutions already 
— in THe TIAxS), as read, was 

orwarded yesterday morning to the 
family of the deceased. 

“Nearer, My God, to Thee“ was next 
sung by the assemblage standing, and 
a benediction invoked by the minister, 
which closed the impressive ceremonies 


of the evening.

SUDDEN DEATH. 


A Prominent Eastern Railroad Man 
Dies of Bright's Disease. 

At 10:20 o’clock Saturday morning 
last, Cephas L. Hartwell, who came to 
Southern California in January of this 
year in very wretched health, suddenly 
passed from this life. For about a 
year past Mr. Hartwell had been suf- 
fering with Bright’s disease, and dur- 
ing two weeks previous to his death h 
was almost totally paralyzed. 

The deceased was a native of Little- 
ton, Mass., where he was born in 1833. 
During the last 25 years he has made 
Waltham, Mass., his home. He wasa 
lieutenant in the Seventh Massachus- 
etts Battery, and served throughout 
the four years ofthe Civil War. Be- 
side being an ardent G.A.R. man, he 


was also a Templar. 
Above all was the late Mr. 
Hartwell identified as a_ rail- 


road man, having served for several 
years past as the general freight agent 
of the Fitchburg Railway. The de- 
ceased leaves a widow, who has been 
with him during these last days of 
illness, and an only child, Blanche, 
who is a schoolgirl at Northampton, 
Mass. The Fitchburg Railroad Com- 
pany has sent a special car across the 
country, which will probably arrive in 
Pasadena ‘Thursday next.

How to Make Good Waffles.—Boil and 
mash about a pint of sweet potatoes. 
Sift one good teaspoonful of soda with 
three cups of flour. Beat two eggs 
light. Addone teaspoonful salt ana 
sour mile enough to make a thin bat- 
ter. Have the waffle iron as hot as 
possible without burning the waffles. 

Graham Gems.—One egg, one pint of 
buttermilk, one teaspoonful of soda 
and a little shortening. Mix it with 


half and half white flour and graham. 


mere the gem pans hot and bake 
quick. . 

Another good recipe for Graham 
gems is as follows: One pint sweet 
milk, two eggs, two cups of graham 
flour, two tablespoonfuls of Indian 
meal, one tablespoonful sugar, a pinch 
of salt, one large teaspoonful baking 

wder mixed thoroughly in the flour. 

eat well and bake in gem pans one- 
half hour, 

Molly’s Corn Muffins.—T wo eggs well 
beaten, and a pinch of salt. Add grad- 
ually one and one-half cups of milk; 
stir together one cup wheat flour, one 
cup Indian meal, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, and one tablespoonful 
of white sugar; beat these all together 
hard for several minutes, then add one 
teaspoonful of melted lard. Beat well, 
and pour into well-greased gem pans; 
bake one-half hour in a hot oven. 

Good Breakfast Muffins.—Break two 
eggs in a bowl and beat till very light, 
add a pinch of salt and by degrees 
three cups of sweet milk and one quart 
of flour, in which is well mixed three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. Beat 
this mixture very bard and nearly fill 
the gem pans, which have been well 
greased, and bake fifteen or twenty 
minutes in a hot oven. If these are 
made right, they will be found deli- 
cious. 

Bishop Williams’s Johnny Cake.—One 
and one-half cups of Indian meal, one 
cup of wheat flour, one-half cup of 
sugar, one-half cup of cream, one cup 
of milk, one small teaspoon of soda, 
one teaspoon cream tartar, salt, one 
egg. Bake in a small dripping pan. It 
is very nice. 

Parker House Rolls. — Take two quarts 
of flour and thoroughly rub into it two 
tablespoonfuls of lard or other short- 
ening, one pint of cool boiled milk, two 
tablespoonfuls of brown sugar, one- 
half cup yeast and alittle salt. If 
intended for breakfast, mix at noon, 
knead in the afternoon and at nigit. 
In the morning knead again. Roll 
half an inch thick, cut out, butter one- 
half and turn them over even. Put in 
pans, let them rise 15 minutes and 
then bake.
